If these figures ure correct then 
it can be seen that there is a large sum from 
winch the city receives no benefit. Nearly 
one-fourth of the annual appropriation 
goes to paying on a dead horse. Better 
had we pay this bill outright, and go shy 
on tar sidewalks next year than to have this 
hanging over for twenty years. It increases 
the tendency to extravagance. 

Without further remarks the vote was 
taken. Aldermen Iludlock, Ivy and Whit- 
tlesey voted nay. 

Before the vote was declared Alderman 
Lyman wished to know just what would 
be covered by this expenditure of $5,000. 
He thought it a round sum, and that the 
board ought to know precisely the umouut 
of the proposed expenditures. 

Alderman Dana said the sum of $*>,000 
would be about $400 more than the present 
estimates. 

Alderman Ivy. The engineer’s report Is 
not based on mathematical calculations re- 
garding the expenditures of the $5,OOo. It 
Is estimated like the other reports from him 
on this matter. 

Alderman Lyman having decided to 
change his vote, and it was then declared 
15 yeas and 4 nays. 

Alderman Nagle moved a reconsideration 
of the vote expressing his hope that his 
motion would be lost, and that the matter 
be settled once and for all. 

Alderman Ivy thought this could not be 
done under the charter rules. He was 
backed in this by President White. The 
charter was quoted and Alderman Dana 
appealed from the decision of the chair. 
The chair’s ruling was sustained.

The following letter has been receive*! 
from PrlvRte J. J. Miller of Co. B, . r >th 
Mass., U. S. V., by Mr. James McDonald 
of Church street, Newton: 

Camp Meade, Penn., Sept. 23, Ihoh. 
Dear friend .Bin -Having promised to 
write you after arriving In our new oamn. 

1 shall try to keep my promise, but will 
first give a alight description of our jour- 
ney. We left Framingham at 2.46 on the 
11th, and arrived at noon on the 12th, after 
spending twenty-one hours on the road. 
Wo went by way of Mansfield and Attle- 
boro to Providence, arriving there at 4 p. m. 
Taking water kept us there until 4.20, giv- 
ing ua a chance to see the now depot, and 
the new K. 1. state house, which are ele- 
gant buildings. Leaving Providence we 
took the shore line getting a lino viow of 
Narragansett Pier, and also of that noted 
summer resort, “Block Island,” which ip 
very prettily situated out In the bay. Pass- 
ing* by Stoninaton, where there is a very 
popular lino of steamboats to Now \ ork, 
wo came in view of Now London, Conn. 
To get across tho Thame® river, which was 
the scene of tho Harvard— Yule boat race 
In the pnst, wo rode on tho second largest 
draw bridge in tho world. It Is r»ot» feet 
long. Arriving in Now London at (>.16 p. 
m., wo changed train handsandtook water, 
this occupied 30 minutes, when wo were 
off again for our next stop, which was 
Seeds Island; 10 minutes for water. At 
K.30 we were In New Haven, the “City of 
Kims,” stopping 40 minutes for coffee that 
was all reaiiy for us, each company getting 
two boilers full, from the depot restaurant 
and bringing it into the ours for distribu- 
tion. Wo met a crowd of young girls com- 
ing from church, and more than one of 
them was kissed before wo left. 

Both here and at New London we had a 
big crowd to give us a seiv,d off. After 
leaving New Haven wo made no more 
stops until reaching Harlem river; passing 
through New Rochelle at 10.6(5 and Stam- 
ford, these two being part of “Greater 
New York.” Arriving at Harlem River at 
11.20, we had an hour and five minutes to 
wait before starting down the river, this 
time being spent putting the train aboard 
the ferries. There was a few of us who 
did not care to lose the chance of seeing 
New York from the river by moonlight, so 
we sat oij the top of the cars and viewed 
the scene. Of course, the principal object 
of interest wns the “Brooklyn bridge” 
which we passed under at 1.66 in the morn- 
ing. Passing the Brooklyn Navy Yard we 
saw tho battleships “Oregon” and “New 
York,” and who w ould miss tho chance of 
seeing the “Statue of Liberty” with its 
eleetrio light burning up so high? 

Passing up the North river we had a 
chance to see the enormous height of some 
of the buildings in the city. Arriving at 
the R. R. slip at 2.15, we had to wait two 
hours for transportation it being 4.15 be- 
fore we again started. Wo were then 
travelling on the Penn. R. 11., it being one 
of the richest roads in the country. The 
road-beds are made of crushed stone, satu- 
rated with oil, thus saving the necessity of 
keeping the windows closed, as there is no 
dust. This road also has a watering basin 
between the tracks for some distance, en- 
abling the “lightning express” to take 
water while going at full sueed. Passing 
along through New Jersey we found the 
country of a hilly nature and the soil a 
very red color, like ground brick ; neverthe- 
less, they*appenred to bo raising large 
crops. 

The first town of any size that we passed 
was lsclin at 5.20, Menlo Park at 6.25, (a 
very prettv place,) New Brunsw ick. N. J.. 
noted for its wall paper manufactories and 
situated on a very pretty river, came next, 
then Plainston and Princeton Junction, 
where we saw some very line farms situ- 
ated on the side hills, and planted mostly 
with corn. Arriving at .teuton, N. J., at 
6.60 a. m., we crossed the Delaware river

very near the place that George Washing- 
ton did in tlie Revolutionary times. After 
crossing the Delaware we were ill Pa., 
passing along through Roxton at 7.4(», Dor- 
rington at 9.10. a large business city ; we 
then came to a town built away down be- 
low us in a valley. When the smoke from 
tlie numerous iron foundries cleared away, 
we counted nine church spires, which is a 
large number for u town of 4 sq. miles area. 
This lust place proved to beGoutsville. At 
9.45 we came to a town called Gap, witli an 
academy of tlie same name. Of all tlie 
pretty places I ever saw. this beats them 
all. One continuous valley, dotted with 
large farmhouses and pretty cottages sur- 
rounded with trees and shrubs, and ifirge 
farms. Arriving at Lancaster, l'a.. at 10.60 
a. m., we were treated to hot coffee for tlie 
second time, and us we had been expecting 
this all morning.- a number of us bad de- 
layed our breakfast waiting for it. After 
a 15 minutes wait we started on our way to 
Camp Meude stution, where weurrivedut 
12 o’clock. The rest of tlie regiment were 
waiting for us, and it was not long before 
we were on our march toward tlie camp. 
Tills last marcli was one never to be for- 
gotten by those who took part in it; to be- 

f ;ln with, the dust (coal dust) was about 3 
nches thick, ami just think of all the dust 
stirred up by 13<X) men. Why, It was simp- 
ly coal in a powdered state, and when 
mixed witli tlie perspiration, it madea very 
peculiar combination, and 1 wish our folks 
could iiave seen us; we were as black us 
any darkey in l’a.. and there are some 
pretty dark ones. When wo arrived in our 
new camp, we had td wait two hour® be- 
fore our tents came up on tlie mule wagons 
as there uro very lew horses out here. 
Then we had to get to work and put up all 
the tents und clean up the grounds, which 
were left in a fearful condition by the 7th 
111. regiment, which had just left for home 
before we arrived. By the time we hud 
everything ready for the night, our hard- 
tack ami black coffee were ready, and uftcr 
supper wo were so tired, went to bed uml 
fell asleep, not on u feather bed, but oil a 
corn field, plowed up in the spring, with u 
rubber blanket under us for u tick, and a 
wooieu one over us. Since then it bus been 
one continuous round of work fixing the 

place. 

<>ur camp is situuted on a large hill about 
000 above the level of tho sea, and is a very 
pretty and healthy place. On one side, in 
the distunce, is the Blue Ridge mountains, 
and on the other is the principal chain of 
tho Alleglianies. The Susquehunna river is 
about two miles from camp, and as water 
in camp is source, we are allowed to go to 
the river to swim; us the rouds ure very 
dusty, having had no ruin for seven weeks, 
we are just about us bad when we pit buck 
as we were before wo oturted. There uro 
about 35,000 men here, besides ourselves, 
from all the states in tlie union. We are 
not very lonesome as wo visit all tlie camps 
but cannot find a better looking camp, or u 
cleaner and healthier lot of men tlmn the 
5th Mass. U. S. V. 

The weather here is very dry and warm 
through tlie day, but at night wo would 
need a furnace lire to keep tlie touts wuuu. 
but wo cannot kick as we are all enjoying 
the i” it "i health, aud expeot t" move fur- 
tber south before long; do not expect to 
see Newton for ut least a year and a half. 
Tlie Boston paper® say we are starved, but 
they make a mistake as wo uro getting as 
good food now us we got ut Frumiiigliuin. 
The first two days we did not get our ra- 
tions, so the corn-field® und hen houses ill 
the town had to suffer, us we didn’t intend 
to go hungry when there wus anything 
around. We ull miss the boxes sent by our 
friends when we were in Camp Bulton. 

Must close now with love to all, und hop- 
ing to bear from you soon, with all the 
Newton news, 1 remain your friend,

The number of members is 212, of whom 
1(55 (women) are active members, and 47 
(men) associate members. 

Tlie association began its work on tlie 
ninth day of May with one nurse. Miss 
Steves, who after two months resigned and 
was succeeded by Miss Chisholm, who is 
still the chief nurse. 

Onr work has so grown that during the 
last two weeks we have added another 
nurse. Wo have had calls from eighteen 
different physicians to attend eighty pa- 
tients, upon whom 30 calls have been made. 
Of tlie eighty patients, 37 were born in this 
country;'.! have been taken to the Newton 
Hospital ; $ iiave died, ami 60 have become 
convalescent or fully recovered; the re- 
mainder are still under the care of a nurse. 1 
Patients lmvo suffered from a number of I 
causes, among which have been cases of ! 
cancer, typhoid, appendicitis, cholera in- ! 
fiintum. tuberculosis, inflammatory .rheuma- 
tism, paralysis, convulsions, und our nurses | 
have also attended five operations and 
seventeen obstetrical cases. 

Calls have been made by our nurses in 
every section of the city. Wo have re- 
ceived donations of clothing from many 
different people, also from the ladies’ socie- 
ties in tlie Grace and Eliot churches. In 
each village of tlie city there is a supply 
closet in which arc kept medicines, bed- 
ding, baby clothes and things that are most 
necessary in the sick room. 

Our relations with the matron and others 
in the management. of tlie Newton Hospital 
have been of the most pleasant nature; to 
them wo are indebted for many valuable 
suggestions, and several times, in cases of 
urgent necessity, they have generously 
supplied us with an extra nurse, free of ex- 
pense. 

In June tlie Masonic minstrels kindly re- 
peated. for the benefit of tlie association, 
tlie entertainment that was previously 
given in their own hall, NowtonviUe. 

Wo feel this society has accomplished 
much more than could reasonably have 
been expected when it was first stiyted, 
but our expenses are heavy, and like many 
oilier charities we need u iurger member- 
ship, uud more money to carry on tlie work. 
It is our earnest desire to interest every one 
in this much needed work. As it was said 
in a late annual report of the B. I). N. A., 
“It is hard to be poor, but God knows how 
much harder to be botli sick and poor. 
What higher mission can there be tlmn that 
of sending health, strength and hope to 
those tlius suffering:’”

TO RECLAIM LAND IN NEWTON. 


OPPOimW'tTY TO ORKATLY IXCRKA8K 
TAX ADI. K VALUATION* OF TIIE CITY. 




The city government will shortly be 
called upon to consider the advisability of 
beginning one of the most important im- 
provements which has ever been undertak- 
en in the south side of the city. This is 
nothing less than the draining of tlmgreat 
south meadow, the largest tract of waste 
laud in the city. 

The advisability of undertaking this 
work hns been considered for some time by 
the highway committee, and hns been urged 
strongly by the assessors, who see an op- 
portunity to greatly increase the taxable 
valuation of the city by reclaiming this im- 
mense tract. 

In view of the prospective development 
of the Oak Hill district by the construction 
of an electric car line connecting West Rox- 
burynnd Newton Highlands, and the open- 1 
ing up of new streets nnd building lots, the 
present has been considered an opportune } 
time to undertake tiie work, and plans have 
already been prepared in the rough. 

Tin* south meadow, m» called, embraces j 
more than non acres of tiie lowest land ! 
within the city limits. It is bounded by 
Institution hill and thernngeof hills which 
terminate in Baldpate, and extends along 
the east nnd southerly borders of Newton 
Centre, Newton Highlands, and Newton 
Upper Falls. 

This land is so damp and soggy that it 
has never been used for any purpose be- 
yond feeding cattle, and, according to the 
assessors, has practically no taxable value. . 
Moreover, its condition is such that resi- j 
dents on Parker street. Newton Centre, ; 
which adjoins one part, have frequently pe- 
titioned the city government for relief , 
from continually flooded cellars. The con- 
dition of this immense tract is regarded as 
seriously interfering with the growth of 
adjoining sections. 

The swamp is drained by South Meadow 
brook and several smaller water courses, 
but the tlow of these is so slight as to af- 
ford no relief. 

It is now proposed to widen and deepen 
these water courses, and to provide a com- 
plete drainuge system emptying into the 
Charles river near the pumping station at 
Newton Upper Falls. This drain will be 
several miles in length. In constructing it 
it is probable that it will be found neces- 
sary 1 1 lower tiie level of the l’ettee ma- 
chine work pond at Upper Falls about two 
feet, but it is thought that this can be ac- 
complished without serious injury to the 
mill privilege. The cost of this undertak- 
ing is roughly estimated at about St 10,000. 

Last year the legislature authorized the 
city of Newton to improve existing water 
courses and to assess the cost on the land 
benefited. It is proposed to undertake this 
improvement under this law, so that the 
city will be under little or no expense. 

In this case the resulting advantage is 
expected to be out of all proportion to the 
cost, as the land reclaimed, which is now 
nearly worthless, will be given u substan-' 
tial value.

The 1st Middlesex senatorial democratic 
convention, which was held in the rooms 
of the Newton .lefTerson club at Newton- 
ville Monday evening, developed into a de- 
cidedly stormy gathering over the question 
of the election of a member of the state 
central committee, William 11.

Charles F. Farrington of .Newton was 
nominated for senator by acclamation, and 
was the only candidate presented to the 
convention. 

The committee on resolutions reported a 
series of resolutions denouncing the course 
of Senator Harwood on tax legislation nml 
in regard to trusts, re-affirming the princi- 
ples of the Chicago platform, and denounc- 
ing the administration of the war depart- 
ment. These were adopted by acclama- 
tion 

Nominations for candidate for the state 
central committee being called for, James 
1). Monahan of Watertown presented the 
name of Hon. Maurice F. Cuughltn of Hoi- 
liston as the man best fitted to represent 
the district and unite all factions of the 
party. The nomination was seconded by 
.John Curran of Molliston. 

John J. Slattery of Framingham, in plac- 
ing before tli convention the name of Wil- 
liam II. Holbrook of Framingham, de- 
nounced Mr. Caughlau as a renegade demo- 
crat, who took part in the Faneuil hall 
convention and was concerned in defeating 
the legally elected delegates in the famous 
Holliston caucus of two years ago. 

Mr. Monahan was at once on his feet, 
and characterized Mr. Slattery’s action as 
prompted by personal spite. He insisted 
that Air. Holbrook was not broud in his re- 
ligious views, and affirmed that Mr. Caugh- 
1 in was as true a democrat as thegeutlcnmu 
from Ilopkiuton. Mr. Curran also defend- 
ed Mr. Cnughlin against what he termed 
personal abuse. 

After it long wrangle the convention pro- 
ceeded to ballot.

There is talk of installing a municipal 
crematory, in which tlie offal may l»e 
burned. As this would be an expensive 
undertaking for Newton, it is proposed 
that Watertown and Waltham come into 
the undertaking and share tlie expense as 
well as the use of tlie plant.

THE MAYORALTY. 


Although the city election does not come 
until December, the question of the next 
candidate for mayor is engrossing a large 
share of public attention. A great number 
of men have been mentioned, who are more 
or less qualified for the position, but the 
days have passed when the mayoralty of 
Newton was a purely honorary position, 
and the business of the office could be 
transacted in a few hours each week. The 
mayor, under the new charter, is the chief 
executive officer of the city, and everything 
depends upon him. The office requires 
about all the time of the incumbent, and uo 
mau with much private business can afford 
to take it. It was for this reason that the 
salary of the office was increased to $2500, 
and it may be necessary to increase it still 
further, to command the taleut that is 
necessary. 

The Mayor of Newton should be. first of 
all, a capable and experienced business 
man, accustomed to large enterprises, and 
who has been successful in his own affairs, 
lie will have charge of expenditures 
amounting to over a million a year, will 
have to direct a small army of assistants, 
all responsible to him, and it is obvious 
that the city could not afford to make ex- 
periments with men who had not had ex- 
perience. 

Secondly, the mayor must have a great 
amount of courage and independence. Al- 
most any one can see the pressing need of 
reform in many departments of the city’s 
expenditures, at City Hall, for instance, 
where the expenses have increased out of 
all proportion to the amount of workneces. 
sary to be done, offices where in other 
cities similar to Newton, one man finds it 
easy to do all the work, while here we 
have half a dozen. Possibly they all earn 
their salaries, but a vicious system has 
grown up of usele.-s details, and petty 
elaboration, which needs to be t ken hold 
of and simplified. 

i Only a man of courage and independence 
would be able to do this work, crut off all 
the useless red tape, and bring the system 
down to business-like methods. No busi- 
ness corporation, however great its 
revenue, could live a year, under the system i 
that lias grown up in Newton, but it could j 
not be overthrown without au unusual i 
amount of effort. We have had may ors 
who have taken hold vigorously and reme- 
died some of tlie difficulties, and the two 
who were most successful were Mayors 
Ilibbard and Botbfeld, who lmd all the 


, and the care taken in asking questions that I 
! admit of only one answer is enough to 
show the animus of the committee. In 
this connection, the testimony of Clinplain 
Dusseault, formerly of the.ffth regiment of 
this state, of his experiences at Santiago, is 
worth more than all that has been said be- 
fore the commission. In an nddress the 
other night, at Somerville, he summed the 
whole situation up. by giving the last 
words of a boy, who said that he would 
feel better if he was lighting and dying for 
the old stars and stripes, but, “1 feel, some 
how or other, as if I was dying for the con- 
tractors ami the cheap politicians.” 


Friends of Civil Service Reform are 
much disappointed at the backward steps 
taken by this administration. As if Alger's 
open adoption of the most reckless form of 
Urn spoils system in the army, and Its de- 
plorable results, were not enough, the ad- 
; ministration has taken steps to turn the 
post offices of the country into one great 
political machine. This is the only inter- 
pretation to be put upon Assistant Post- 
master General Heath’s recent pmmincin- 
mento that any federal official can go into 
politics as deeply as he pleases, provided 
that he does not neglect his regular work, 
and after this office-holders can feel sure 
thnt nny “neglect” would be looked upon 
with a very lenient eye. Evidently the ob- 
ject of all this is to build up a big political 
machine of office-holders, and this back- 
ward action is in strong contrast to the 
stringent orders of President Cleveland. 
Towards the last of his administration, 
civil service reform clubs began to think 
their work was accomplished, and they 
might ns well disband, but it is evident 
now that the spoilsmen are again in full 
power, and only such reform laws will 
be enforced as cannot be openly evaded. 


The school board lias voted that the 
Bigelow school lot is good enough for them 
and the great cost of the lots proposed, and 
their insufficient size, makes any change 
improbable. In this connection it might be 
stated that Malden has just completed a 
handsome twelve room schoolhouse, with a 
hall capable of seating 500, at an expense of 
$48,000, which is a good deal less than the 
cost of the Peirce building. It might be 
well to send a committee over to Maiden to 
find out how they manage to build school- 
houses at a reasonable price. 


The Newton Education Association re- 
sumes its meetings for the season, next 
Monday evening, at the hall of the High 
school. Its aim is to get the home and the 
school more closely interested, one in the 
other, and this will |do much to arouse an 
intelligent interest in school affairs. It is 
to be hoped that the society will continue 
to grow in numbers and intluence.

courage and independence needed, and 
earned the grutitude of the city by what 
they accomplished. 

But iu their time the mayor had but 
little power, and hence they could not do 
as much as men liffe them could do under 
the new charter. Every department of the 
city would be benetitted by the same close 
scrutiny, uud introduction of rigid business 
principles, uud probably uo men iu the city 
have a better knowledge of what is re- 
quired, or could accomplish more, than 
either of the two ex-mayors mentioned. 
The city would be fortunate indeed if it 
could induce either of them to tuke the 
helm. 

It is generally conceded that it is time to 
call a halt In city expenditures, and to get 
a larger margin on our debt limit, and a 
lower tax-rate. With a careful policy, it is 
believed thut all necessury city work could 
be us well done us ut present, and muny 
thousands saved annually, w ithout the gen- 
eral public perceiving any difference. The 
mayor would have to be a man who could 
withstand pressure uud solicitation from 
all sorts of sources, would have to have 
tact enough to get along with the aldermen i 
and inspire them w ith confidence in liis j 
policy. Possibly it might be necessary, 
also, to exercise more care in the selection 
of the aldermen, so us to secure a business- 
like body, who would manage to live with | 
in their appropriations, instead of follow- 
ing the example of tlie present bourd. 

The situation certainly requires the most ; 
careful investigation of tlie citizens of 
Newton, and also a disposition to consider 
only the best interests of the city iu select- 
ing a candidate. 


The people seem to huve lost all interest 
in tlie so-called investigation of army 
scanduls now iu progress, us it is so evi- 
dently conducted with the sole aim of uc a 
quitting every one couuected with the 
scauduls. Thurslow Weed’s celebrated 
question, “Which is our itasc.il?” is evi- 
dently in the minds of the committee ut ull 
times, uud the whole thing is being made a 
party .atfuir, with tlie idea of displaying 
just activity enough to muke people think 
they are iu earnest, and to stave off ull ad- 
verse comment until after the fall elections. 
The whole investigation is ridiculous, uud 
does very little credit to the wisdom of the 
politicians who pluuued ami are managing 
it. No witnesses are culled who are ex- 
pected to say uuythiug adverse to Alger, 


Inspector Harris of the board of pharma- 
cy, accompanied by Chief Tarbox, visited 
several drug stores Monday, for tlie pur- 
pose of looking over the liquor sales m the 
different establishments. 

As complaints have been more or less fre- 
quent in the Nonautum district, particular 
attention was paid to tlie books iu that vi- 
cinity.

The tiumber of sales throughout the city 
averages from .wo to 2<i. The inspecting 
officers made note of violations of the law, 
w hich are the failure to fill out the certifi- 
cate signed by the purchaser stating tlie 
kind and price of liquor, uud the purpose 
for which it was bought. Also the failure 
of tlie druggist to secure two signatures 
from each purchaser. 

It is not a mutter for the consideration of 
the police department, but w ill be brought 
before the stute bourd of pharmacy.

The writer is in favor of Mr. Langford. 
First- Because he has shown by his public 
work that he is well qualified to fill the 
office. 1 hardly know of a man iu the city 
whose services can he obtained, that is his 
superior in all respects for this position. 
He is a thinker, a splendid organizer, a 
forceful speaker, and a man true to the 
public intere ts. All his public work 
shows this. Seooud— The public work 
that he has done in behalf of tlie city and 
its citizens entities him to the support of 
the people, even if his present candidacy 
was without a special public object, but 
fortunately he comes before the peoplo 
with a work of great importance, and his 
presence in the legislature is necessary to 
his successfully carrying out that work at 
an early day. 

It is, however, to tlie past that we must 
look for his record by which to judge him. 
His great work in behalf of the city on 
the railroad is an accomplishment that en- 
titles him to the deepest thanks of the 
community. The financial value to the 
city, which the depressed railroad brings, 
is a sum of great magnitude when com- 
pared with what would have followed the 
elevation of that structure through our 
city, and this value will increase more and 
more as the years roll by, To him belongs 
the credit, for had it not been for his great 
knowledge of the subject, anil his power 
in handling it, an elevated railroad would 
have marred the beauty of our city, and re- 
duced instead of increasing values. Ills 
analysis of the expert engineers' report, 
proving by their report and against their 
recommendations, the practicability, feasi- 
bility and desirability of depressing, in- 
stead of elevating the railroad, was a mas- 
terpiece which overturned the convictions 
of the people, the press and the city gov- 
ernment, and stamped him a man of un- 
usual power. 

life earnest, unselfish work in behalf of 
tlie people, on the sewer assessments, 
which unequal contest he fought until 
equal justice was done all classes of peo- 
ple, should long be remembered to his 
credit. His championship of the rights of 
the people when an attempt was made to 
overthrow, the charter of the city, estab- 
lished by the votes of the people, ‘without 
giving them the right of choice iu that 
over throw should not be forgotten. Twice 
lie has saved the charter of the city from 
such attacks, securing to the measure the 
addition of tlie referendum, which measure 
the people i y a large majority defeated at 
the polls. 

His long and earnest conllict in behalf of 
the Charles River will not be forgotten by 
those who have followed his successful 
work thereon. He has, with the valuable 
aid of our legislators, accomplished that 
work, but lie has done it against adverse 
conditions that would have caused most 
men to abandon it as a hopeless task. 

The banks of the river have been secured, 
but there is yet work to be done that needs 
his watchful eye, and his thorough knowl- 
edge of the factors that must be dealt with. 
These and other public duties performed 
entitles him to any honor the city has to 
bestow. His present work, caucus and 
convention reform, is a work again in be- 
half of the people, that all the people may 
in their respective parties participate in the 
most important part of our political work, 
i. e., selecting tlie candidates as well as 
electing them. That he will, if supported, 
accomplish this needed reform, his past 
record gives assurance, but he should be 
aided in the work by the support of every 
citizen who desires purity of politics at the 
caucus, convention uud the polls. No man 
can successfully carry through, work such 
as I have outlined, without interfering 
with pet schemes and incuring political 
enemies, who unfortunately do not always 
forget their enmities, even in the face of 
the public interests. 

Third— In 1 h;n; he was the candidate of 
the people, but was defeated by tlie con- 
vention. For this action I shall bo very 
much disappointed if the convention of 
I 8 PS does not give him as he deserves, a 
unanimous nomination. He is too valuable 
a citizen and too unselfish a worker to be 
treated other than with the courtesy his 
due.

Possibly, but few of our members realize 
that we, as a society, are ten years old to- 
day. Thirty-one ladies met Oct. 5, 188 s, to 
organize a society. At the second meeting 
a vote was passed to work for any poor that 
might come to our notice. So as the years 
have gone by we have carried on this work, 
i it would be impossible at this time to give 
j a history of our work for the ten years, but 
i it may be of interest to glance over some 
! items. For the year of 1889-90 a little over 
! $20 was spent for relief. 1, S'. >2-93 $50 was 
used. In 1895-90 $350 84. ami the next year, 
1890-97, $340.87. In addition to the relief 
work we have furnished a bed at the Home 
for Little Wanderers in Boston. The room 
at the Soldier’s Home was furnished at a 
cost of $119.88. This work was done iu 
18‘H). February, 1891, we furnished a room 
at the Newton Hospital at a cost of $71.38. 
These two rooms we have looked after con- 
stantly, and supplied whatever has been 
needed. 

We have had fairs, suppers and various 
kinds of entertainments to increase our 
funds. 

Meetings were all held at homes of mem- 
bers till 1893, when we met in the Unitarian 
parlors where we have continued to meet 
with but few exceptions to the present 
time.

I 
think we can say, that through all the 
changes the ten years have brought, we 
have been true to our motto. Through 
working together and in a social way, we 
have become united and weliavebeeh able, 
as our members increased, to greatly en- 
large our work, till today we feel that the 
Newton Ladies’ Home Circle has made a 
record of which, we, as members, can w ell 
be proud.

The Newton National bank was thronged 
last Saturday afternoon, from four to six, 
J with the friends of Cashier It.

directors' parlor were decorated with

was assisted in receiving by the olllcers of 
| the bank. Several hundred of the patrons 
of the bank were present, and after con- 
[ grntulntiug Mr. Bncon, were shown about 
; the new hank rooms, the elaborately pro- 
tected vault receiving much attent.on. A 
collation was served, nml the occasion was 
I made a very pleasant alfair. 

! Mr. Bacon Is now seventy years of age, 
[ hut he is as active and vigorous as younger 
men and is always at his (lost of duty. Hh 
lias watched with great interest the growth 
of the city, with which lie has always been 
identified, and has always helped to make 
it a model city. Hu was one of tlieeiu lv 
members of the Eliot church, very few of 
whom are now left.aad has taken an active 
part in its support, since the days when 
the old church, which formerly stood on 
, the site of the old burying ground on Con- 
, tie street, was divided, part going to N.ew- 
| ton Centre and the others start inn the 
i church in Newton. lie is now serving his 
! 20th year as a member of the prudential 
I committee, and lias always been a regular 
I attendant, und he is also one of the original 
i members of the Newton Congregational 
Club. 

In local alTairs he has taken a great in- 
terest, and was for ;«) years treasurer of 
the Newton «fc Watertown Gas Company. 

Mr. Bacon was born in Newton in 1828, 
the youngest child of Joseph and Beulah 
Crafts (Fuller) Bacon, lie was educated in 
the Newton public schools, completing his 
studies ut thu Framingham Academy. At 
the age of 20 he entered business life. .Six 
years later, in 1854, he murried Adeline E. 
Learned, a daughter of Daniel and Lucy 
Leurned of Watertown. Mr. Bacon’s two 
| sons, Charles Franklin and Edward 
j L earned, arc also connected with the 
Newton hank. The present president of 
the bunk, Mr. Francis Murdock, is his 
I nephew. 

I Mr. Bacon has a very retentive memory, 

| and can recall all the important events in 
the city, of which lie was a witness. In 
regard to the present bank, it was formed 
on June 21, 1848. 

The meeting was held iu the "Little 
White Church,” better known iu these 
days as the Eliot church, which at that 
time was a small wooden building boasting 
only three windows. The original direc- 
tors, Messrs. William Jackson, J. 11. Rich- 
ardson, Joseph Bacon, Levi Thuxter, An- 
drew Cole, A. C. Curtis, Otis Pettee, Sr., 

M. S. Rice, P. K. Kingman, II. 13. Williams 
and Edward Walcott. The hunk was 
organized with Mr. William Jackson as 
president and Mr. Daniel Kingsley as 
cashier. Since then Mr. Bacon lias seen 
four presidents, including Mr. Jackson, as- 
sume charge of the utluirs at the bunk. 
Three pf these have passed away, Mr. 
Juckson and Messrs. Levi Thuxter and 
Joseph N. Bacon. 

The first president, Mr. Jackson, was 
one of the first directors of the old Boston 
& Worcester railroad, and Mr. Bucon re- 
lates how, when Mr. Jackson first proposed 
the ruuuing of railroad trains to Albany, 

N. Y., people ridiculed the idea, claiming 
that tlie cars would never reach the Berk- 
shire hills. 

The site now covered by the present 
bank building in the old days was occupied 
by a tavern, which also served in the 
capacity of u general country store, post- 
office, etc. The old stage coaches used to 
stop here and make a change of horses, and 
after considerable delay would resume 
their route to Worcester. The property 
was owned by one John 11. Richardson of 
Watertown, who gave it to the bunk for 
building purposes. The old tavern was cat 
in two, moved up Washington street and 
remodelled into houses. 

Naturally, the tavern was the principal 
building in the town. There were, how- 
ever, two or three other stores and a few 
dwelling houses. The principal families, 
beside the Bacons, were the Jfickson and 
Smallwood families. Of the 90 original 
stockholders, only one, Mr. Edward Hol- 
man, is alive today.

BIGELOW SCHOOL SITE. 

Mr. Powers said he appeared for the 
school committee and the special commit- 
tee, the latter consisting of Messrs. Horn- 
brook. Avery, and Powers. At the special 
meeting of the board held last Wednesday 
evening, it was the consensus of opinion 
that the present site of the Bigelow* school 
should be retained. 

For this there were several important 
reasons. The tirst was because this site 
had been maintained for .‘18 years. Its lo- 
cation was outside the densely populated 
school district. It was placed here on ac- 
count of the ample suace available. Upon 
examination it would be found that the 
building is in about the geographical centre 
of the school district. The centre of popu- 
lation had latterly moved northward, 
though at the same time there had been 
some increase to the southward. It is more 
than probable that the growth will continue 
in the latter direction. 

The committee at its Wednesday evening 
meeting took into consideration several im- 
portant conditions. The building is situ- 
ated on high laud, and its surroundings 
make it pleasant. Health was of course 
the first condition. 

The second was convenience, and the 
third, the probable growtli of the district. 
Very properly the committee started with 
the health consideration, but also estimated 
that ultimately it is to become the centre of 
population. Another important point was 
the property value. Many purchasers of 
real estate often consider carefully the lo- 
cation of the nearest school building. It is 


also favoring it. 

Prof. ,s. K. Warren, a resident of llunne- 
w»*ll Hill tor 2d years, was emphatic in en- 
dorsing the Bigelow site. He favored it 
because it seemed to be for the city’s best 
interest, as regards the questions of ex- 
pense and convenience. 

At 8.53 o’clock, or after nearly an hour’s 
talk, the hearing was closed, 

THE '09 BUDGET. 

The estimates of receipts and expendi- 
tures for isuo w as presented by the mayor, 
as provided for under the new charter. 
Tile receipts show an increase of $10,(500, 
chiefly from water rates, rent of new court 
.rooms, and interest on taxes. 

An increase of $’_\7txi is recommended for 
the assessors' department, $1000 for the 
block system, $‘2oo for assistant assessors, 
$800 for clerical assistance, $2i«» for office 
expenses, and $500 added to salary of clerk 
of the board. 

In the auditing department, $500 is add- 
ed for state aid, and $1000 for state aid to 
soldiers of war of 1808, both of which will 
be received back from the state. 

The board of health shows an increase 
of $1,030. In the charity department the 
salary of the overseers of the poor is in- 
creased from $50 to $ 100 . 

The city clerk’s department shows uti in- 
crease of $500 for soldiers relief. The 
school expenses show an increase of some 
$12,000, for additional teachers and increase 
in pay of lady teachers. The sealer of 
weights and measures gets an increase in 
pay of $450. 

The highway department is reduced 
$2000. but there are $30,170 for special ap- 
propriations for certain streets. One 
thousand is added to the street light de- 
partment. 

The treasury deoartment shows an in- 
crease of $10,000, mostly for interest.- 
The total amounts to $1,087,310.52, a 
small decrease over the figures tVr the 
present year. 

The whole matter was referred to the 
finance committee.

If the matter is voted up- 
on tonight it is settled for good, und till be- 
cause officials who hold these positions 
hold them until removed. Fne latlfication 
of the mayor’s act would therefore put un 
end to tiie controversy until the street 
commissioner was removed for cause. The 
question is not of Mr. Ross or tiie mayor, 
it is whether or not the city is best solved 
by a divided service. 

Alderman Dana said lie felt tlmt the 
street commissioner Imd resigned his posi- 
tion when lie accepted tiie offer of tiie state 
highway commission, yet lie would vote 
for the ratification of the mayor’s act be- 
cause he thought tiie city’s best interests 
thus served. I fail to see where Mr. Ross 
lias done anything he ought not to have 
done, nor left undone anything. It is the 
best and most practical method for tiie 
city. 

Alderman White— When the matter first 
came iff) 1 was opposed to divided service, 
but when Mr. Ross stated emphatically 
tlmt he meant to take tiie position on tiie 
state highway commission, I felt that tiie 
best interests of tiie city required that Mr. 
Ross be retained under this arrangement. 

There were further remarks against tiie 
ratification by Aldermen Ivy and Lowell, 
while Aldermuti Dana was in favor. A yea 
and nay vote was taken, resulting as fol-

The Newton Single Tax Club. 

The opening meeting of the season was 
held nt 230 Bellevue street, on Monday 
evening. The thought uppermost in the j 
minds of the club watt the payment of an j 
appropriate tribute to the memory of Its ' 
secretary, Mr. Samuel P.Thrnsher.drowned 
i by accident In the (’hnr)e.s river. 

The following resolution was adopted, a 
; copy to he sent to the family: 

Whereas, Samuel I*. Thrasher, secretary 
I of tltis organization, lias been removed 
from t tin eat t lily sphere of li is unselfish 
activities; 

Resolved, That this club realizes in his 
absence t lie loss of an efficient officer and 
an earnest and active worker in all benefi- 
cent undertakings. 

Resolved, That we shall ever cherish tho 
remembrance of his wholesome manliness, < 
his promptness to do good upon ail occa- 
sions, and his readiness to endorse and nil* : 
vance every noble and. unselfish end. 

Resolved, That we extend to his grieving 
family our warmest sympathy, and that a 
copy of these resolutions be sent them and 
lie printed in the local papers. 

In connection with the regular subject of 
the evening, "The Church and the Single 
Tax,” following are some aiming tho many 
thoughts offered : 

We believe Henry George discovered, 
stated and demonstrated as none other Imd 
before him done, tho divine law of the 
social system, according to which not only 
must things he thus and so, hut tilings 
could he no otherwise, that with a divine 
law in unobstructed operation not only 
there would be a divine order, hut with the 
human laws now in operation there can be 
no result possible other than the present 
disorder. 

Thinking Henry George's thoughts after 
him, tills understanding of what in tho 
very nature of things must be. for good or 
for ill, is what makes us tho dosciples of 
our great sub-master, so sure footed, so 
strong, so urgent, so persistent, that the 
churches of Newton should be inspired to- 
gether to see that there can tie but one 
science and one law of political economy, 
viz: Justice. 

These are some of the authorities wo 
would like to quote to you if time per- , 
mitted, men who have understood this 
law, and whoso full endorsement is in evi- 
dence, that it is the expression of a vital \ 
truth . David, St. Gregory the Great, Ralph i 
Waldo Emerson, Herbert Spencer. John 
Stuart Mill, John Moriey, John Ruskiu, 
Cardinal Manning. Fruncis E. Willard. , 
Hon. Tom L. Johnson, formerly of Ohio, 
now of a big steel trust, having been him- j 
self captivated by the reading of Progress i 
and Poverty, gave the hook to Ids lawyer. ' 
who after careful reading, rendered ids i 
professional opinion that the premises 
were sound, the argument without a Haw, 
and the conclusions inevadiblo. 

Rev. Washington Gladden writes in tho 
Congregational ist of July 14th on the "Liv- 
ing Wage." Fora wonder we see no error 
in his article. He says, “The land belongs 
to the nation and ought to be administered 
in such a way as to afford the largest op- 
portunity to productive labor. Until sur- 
plus labor shall have free access to unused 
land we must not say that it is nature 
which is trying to get rid of a too numer- 
ous progenoy.” 

Again ho says "our systems of taxation 
are grossly unjust,” and again, "There is 
much more than enough for a living for 
everybody. There are defects in our 
methods of distributing wealth.” The 
premises and conclusions are all there. 
Dr. Gladden had only to complete his own 
argument. We could not resist the tempta- 
tion to request ldm, in ecclesiastical lan- 
guage of course, to "open the throttle and 
let her go." 

Among Dr, Lyman Abbott's latest words 
on the Single Tax are are these: 

"Landowners simply cannot be compen- 
sated for loss of ground rents without per- 
petrating the very evil we are seeking to 
destro* , and we must either continue land- 
lordism with all its evils or follow Henry 
George to h is conclusions." 

"It is. indeed, probable, tlmt long before 
the single tux can get itself incorporated 
with the laws of the United States, land 
values will have iaruelv adjusted them- 
selves to the new conditions, and there 
would lie little if any compensation to pay 
to the landowners.” 

We ask your attention to a few words 
from tlie lips of a Presbyterian clergyman. 
Rev. S. S. Craig, who is to address the offi- 
cers and leading members of the Massachu- 
setts V, M. C. A., and t heir congresses at a 
dinner to be given at the Vendome in Pos- 
ton. Tuesday evening, Oct. 25th. 

Viewed from a practical standpoint and 
in its bearings on politics, economics, 

I ethics, and religion, the finest piece of In- 
I dependent straightforward criticism and 
constructive integrity put in print during 
the present century is found in a book en- 
titled "Progress and Poverty." And for 
botli church and state, I believe God bus 
provided a way of deliverance in Mr. 
George’s "Progress and Povery,” for state 
and church alike the way out is tlirougtf 
the adoption of the economics and ethics 
of that wonderful book. 

I sincerely believe that t lie theory of the 
Single Tax. properly understood, presents 
us with God’s latest thought on the social 
problem, and tiiat nothing short of the 
adoption of tills principle will save modern 
civilization. No book that has appeared 
during tlie century, wliicli l have had the 
privilege of reading, has so widened, clari- 
fied, and beautified my horizon. 

Inusmuch as this doctrine of Henry 
George lias been somewhat through malice, 
hutu thousand times more through ignor- 
ance. misrepresented, it muy be that pre- 
judice, prejudgmeut, misconception, lias to 
a degree preempted your minds. If so, we 
are desirous of offering our help, be it ever 
so little, in driving these intruders away. 

The Newton Single Tux Club lias set its 
heart upon it, that Henry George siiall be 
"puinted as lie is," and proposes to substi- 
tute u true likeness in place of tlie miser- 
able caricature which disfigure the columns 
of newspapers, the walls of library ami 
study, and tlie walls of tlie students’ mind.

It 
I knows iio anarch ist, communist, individual- 
1st, Greek, Uurtmriun, t oml or free, it is 
J under all these. Where it leaves off these 
I begin. A single taxer may be any of these. 

! All of these should lie single taxers.

Them is in natural taxation nothing of 
technical socialism, which means the arti- 
ficial assumption by society of a function 
that is primarily individual. It is rather a 
re-soolalizutlon of that which, by its own 
nature, in its inception uud its growth, cun 
be nothing but socialized, but which lias 
been artificially desociulized. 

Economically tlie single tax proposes to 
lighten your burden by displacing an un- 
just distribution witli a lust distribution of 
weultl), instead of distribution according to 
speciul privilege, and luxation uncording to 
ahility, we propose distribution according 
to ability und taxation uncording to special 
privilege.

The city solicitor reported that the mayor 
had exceeded his authority in making the 
arrangement with Mr. Ross, that he should 
give two-thirds of his time to the city, and 
receive two-thirds of his salary, but even if 
this view is correct, there was nothing else 
for the mayor to do. The aldermen hud 
adjourned for the summer without taking 
any action, thus leaving the whole matter 
in the hands of the mayor, aud the action 
betook was endorsed by the. sentiment of 
the people throughout the city. 

There was u good deal of theoretical 
talk, Monday night, about mill superinten- 
dents having charge of two mills, etc , but 
it was a condition and not a theory that 
confronted the board, and it was fortunate 
for the city that Mayor Cobb was not 
afraid to take the responsibility. 

As a matter of fact, the arrangement has 
been in effect for some months, aud we 
very much doubt if any of the five alder- 
men who voted against the mayor can give 
a single instance where the city work has 
been neglected, or the city sustained the 
slightest loss, since the arrangement went 
into effect. *The otlice and the outside 
work has been so well systematized, and 
Mr. Ross has such capable assistants, that 
everything has gone on in the usual way, 
without any loss or friction, as far as the 
public are aware. 

The arrangement lias been practically 
tested, and it was noticeable* that none of 
those opposed to it could bring up anything 
save irrelevant, and in most cases far- 
fetched theoretical objections. The whole 
case seems to be happily disposed of, and 
the critics of the imayor have failed to 
score.

W. Mason, the well known 
conveyancer, and of C. A. Miner, one of 
Newton’s assessors, and the clerk of the 
board. 

This system is so nearly perfect that 
within a few days, after a comprehensive 
examination of the methods of taxation in 
all the leaning city and towns in New Eng- 
land, tiie city of Portland lias adopted the 
system now in use by the city of Newton, 
inaugurated by Messrs. Mason und Miner. 

It would be interesting to give in detail 
the gain in taxable property brought to 
light by this system in Newton by reason 
of the exact surveys required to properly 
carry on the work, and in addition to the 
fact that every foot of land in the Garden 
City is now under assessment, the further 
benefits to tiie highway, sewer and water 
departments in having a perfect plan of all 
street lines is worth the cost of tiie work. 

With this large amount of accurate work 
already done Hie registration of titles under 
the new Torrens system will be much 
hastened, mid will greatly reduce the cost 
to the property holders of Newton.

Xi:w SYSTEM TO 1JK ADOPTED II V Till: 
POSTAL. AUTHORITIES — WII.I. PROVE A 
1IOOX TO SOUTH SIDE HESIDEKTS. 


Newton is to adopt, on a small scale, the 
trolley car method of carrying mails. 
While the urruuguments for the new ser- 
vice are not yet completed, the announce- 
ment lias been mtnle by the postal authori- 
ties this week. 

If Postmuster Ellis’ plans do not mis- 
carry tlie system will bo in perfect order 
by Nov. 1st. The decision of the post- 
muster has been brought about by his de- 
sire to add to the efficiency of the depart- 
ment. uud ulso as south-side residents liuve 
for some time requested that they be better 
served in tills direction. 

At present the Western mails do not ar- 
rive at Newton Centre, Newton Highlands 
and Newton Upper Fulls, until nearly an 
hour after villages on the muiu line of the 
Rostou «fc Albany have received theirs. It 
is now the practice to carry all mails to 
Huston on tlie trains from the West, ami 
send them from there to south-side villages 
on the circuit brunch trains. The Upper 
Falls pouches ure now dropped off at Eliot, 
and tuken to tlie Upper Falls post office in 
a wagon. 

Under tlie new’ system this lutter scheme 
will lie abolished, as it is tlie object of tlie 
postal authorities to us much as possible re- 
duce expenses. The cost at present for the 
wagon-hire and salary of driver is ubmit 
$600, and tlie trolley service will be much 
less than this amount. 

Thu pouches, w hen tlie new method is 
complete, will be placed on the front of the 
Newton & Rostou street railwuy cars on 
tlie rugulur trips. At present no cars ure 
to he built exclusively for tlie purpose, but 
may come in time. 

After Nov. 1st Western letters will reach 
tlie Centre, Highlands and Upper Fulls 
post offices much eurlier than ut present, 
aud in time for prompt delivery by tlie 
curriers.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

A HERALD OF TIIE WEST. 

"A Herald of the West,” is the title of 
Mr. J. A. Altshelnr’s new American his- 
torical romance published by D. Appleton 
and Company. The author’s brilliant sue 
cess in this country and in England as n 
writer of American historical romances 
will direct especial attention to his new 
hook, which em Oodles his most ambitious 
work. He opens with some most interest- 
ing pictures of social life and political con- 
ditions in Washington just before the War 
of 1 hi * 2, and Inter the render gains nn in- 
sight Into the contemporary life of Phila- 
delphia, New York, and Rostou. Tlie 
passages dealing with the war Itself include 
singularly vivid mid dramatic accounts of 
tlie capture of Washington by tlie British, 
aud the battle of New Drleans, both note- 
worthy contributions to American litera- 
ture. Another feature of the hook is the 
adroit delimitation of views between the 
East and the West of that time, and the 
characterizations of sentiment in New 
England. The story moves briskly, and is 
told with line spirit and humor. Outlie 
social and political as well as the romantic 
aud military sides this novel will he ranked 
as an important work of fiction, and a 
valuable contribution toward a better 
knowledge of American life in the past. 

DAVID IIAIIUM. 

The announcement of “David Ilarum," n 
story of American life by the late Edward 
Noyes Westcott, is attracting much atten- 
tion on nccount of the quality of tlie hook 
ami tlie circumstances attending its publi- 
cation. It has been often pointed out that 
the most successful American novels have 
been local studies, genre pictures of partic- 
ular types and places, like those of New 
Orleans by Mr. Cable, of New England by 
Miss Wilkins and Miss Jewett, of tlie 
Northwest by Mr. Hamblin Garland, and of 
the Southwest by Mr. Owen Wister. Now 
and then it 1ms happened that anew writer 
lias appeared and gained general recogni- 
tion by tiie vividness and force of one local 
study, like Mr. Howe with “The Story of 
a Country Town ” In tlie case of “David 
Harum" the conditions are identical. The 
author saturated himself with local atmo- 
sphere, aud observed the quaint and de- 
lightful type presented in his hook until lie 
was able to offer a picture so vivid, true, 
and irresistabiy humorous that we recog- 
nize at once the addition of a new figure to 
the permanent genre studies in American 
fiction. The surroundings of tlie horse- 
trading country banker, tlie reputed Shy- 
lock but real philanthropist, may be taken 
to be those of a rural district in central 
New York. Tlie tvpe is so fresh and origi- 
nal that "David Harum" will be appreci- 
ated at once by every one who enjoys work 
which is “racy of tlie soil" and full of 
spontaneous humor. The hook is a novel, 
and a love story runs throughout which is 
characterized by constantly interesting and 
sympathetic treatment, but the title role is 
taken by the quaint old hanker whose per- 
sonality will impress every reader. The 
humor of tli is striking book is in sharp con- 
trast with tlie circumstances under which 
it was written. It was finished while Mr. 
Westcott lay upon his deathbed, but no 
trace of his sufferings appeurs in its pages. 
Into this book he put the best results of 
his keen observations and his most careful 
work. The book is published by I). Apple- 
ton and Company.

j REPUBLICAN II K PRES K X T I V E CONVENTION 
NOMINATE THESE OENTI.EMEN A* CAN 


The representative convention, which 
! was held In Grand Army hail Tuesday 
; evening, was a decidedly interesting if not 
exciting political gathering. Those who 
I expected a hot fight were disappointed, hut 
there was plenty of evidence of quiet ami 
| effective preliminary work, and the result 
: of the balloting provides an Interesting 
' study for those who care to look into the 
inside workings of Newton politics. 

I Tlie convention was called to order by 
Chairman George P. .Staples of the Repub- , 
Mean ward and city committee, uud at once 
organized by the choice of Robert II. Gard- 
ner for temporary chairman aud C. S. Luit 
I weiller as temporary secretary. The com - 
I tnittee on credentials, consisting of (J. D. 

I Cabot, Judge Blaney and Albert L. Little 
reported 52 delegates present, after which 
tlie temporary organization was made per- 
manent. 

| Jesse C. Ivy of ward one moved that the 
i convention proceed to nominate. This mo- 
I tion was amended by John T. Prince, who 
! desired to proceed with an informal ballot. 

I After some discussion the amendment was 
withdrawn. Mr. L. .S. Powers suggested 
that tin* roll of wards be called in order to 
proceed with the nominations in an orderly 
manner. 

For ward one Dr E. P. .Seales presented 
the name of John T. Langford as a leading 
citizen of undoubted ability, who had been . 
prominent in ull movements looking to- ; 
wards tlie improvement of the city. In 
seconding Mr. Langford's nomination Mr. 
Powers referred to Mr. Langford's deleat 
of two years ago as entitling him to special 
consideration at this time. He ulso spoke 
of his interest in municipal improvement 
and liis great services to the city. Alder- 
man Ivy also seconded the nomination, and 
dwelt at length on Mr. Langford's work in : 
connection with Charles river improve- 


ment, the separation of grades, aud the 
widening of Washington street. 

For ward two W. S. Slocum presented 
the mime of Mr. N. II. Chadwick as one 
w ho has served Newton well at city hall, 
and would be able to add to his services at 
the state house. This nomination was sec- 
onded by A. R. Weed of ward seven. 

For ward three Judge Blaney put for- 
ward the name of George A. _ Walton, who, 
he stated, would be an unusually valuable 
representative on the lloor of the house in 
view of his extended public service aud his 
familiarity with members of the legisla- 
ture and state oificials. This nomination 
was seconded by Alderman Whittlesey. 

Mr. E. M. Gay of ward seven nominated 
Mitchell Wing of that ward, calling atten- 
tion to his record at city hall and his thor- 
ough understanding of all public matters. 

On tlie first or informal ballot 5K> votes 
were east. Of these Wing received 35, 
Chadwick 38, Langford 9, and Walton 8. 

A. L. Hayward moved that the informal 
ballot be made formal. This motion was 
opposed by John T. Prince, who stated 
that the minority desired at least a chance 
to vote. Mr. Hayward withdrew his mo- 
tion, and Alderman Ivy moved that a roll 
call of delegates be had. This was not de- 
manded by one-quarter of tlie delegates, as 
required by statute on show of humis, and 
tlie convention uguin balloted. Tlie result : 
Wing, 36: Chadwick, 30; Langford, 12; Wal- 
ton, 12. Messrs. Wing and Chadwick were 
then declared the nominees, uud the con- 
vention adjourned.

Soldiers’ Home-Coming: Welcomed. 

It was “soldiers’ night" at the Nonantum 
Club, Wednesday evening, and everything 
had the air of welcome, of hospitality and 
of hearty good feeling. T.ie club, to honor 
the home coming of those heroes of the 
Spanish war, prepared an elaborate 
banquet and its efforts proved an instan- 
taneous success. 

About the rooms ami c irrid u s of the 
clubhouse were elaborate decorations, con- 
sisting of palms, potted plants and flowers. 
On the walls hung nietures of naval and 
army heroes and men-of-war, handsome- 
ly draped with tiie national colors and ban- 
ners of red, white and blue.

D. Waldo Stearns. Sergt. S. A. Burke of 
the nth Mass.

In announcing my candfdAcy for Repre- 
sentative to the General Court it betromes 
my duty to frankly statelmy position and 
the reasons why my name will appear upon 
the official ballot as an Independent Repub- 
lican citizen, to be voted for on the 8th day 
of November next. 

First— Let me say that I am in full accord 
with iny party in all that will make and 
keep that party pure in politics. 

Second— That I am not a bolter from the 
Republican Representative Convention. 

In the presence of the Ward One caucus 
I I declared my intentions to stand as an in- 
dependent candidate to protest against 
what I believed was an unwise practice in 
conventions and to ask the people whether 
delegates to a convention were free to use 
their office to pay personal political debts, 
and to exercise personal animosities, or 
whether they were elected to carry out the 
will of the people as expressed through a 
majority of the caucuses. Having stated 
my position I retired from the.cancus that 
it might take action tininflnenced by my 
presence and that I might be free to act in- 
dependently. The caucus, folly conscious 
of my purpose, unanimously selected me as 
its candidate for representative, also elect- 
ed me a member of the ward committee for 
tlie year 1899, and passed resolutions en- 
dorsing the cause of the cancas and con- 
vention reform. The necessity for such 
reform is manifest. 

The old caucus where friends and neigh- 
bors met together to consider and select 
candidates and delegates to represent them 
in convention is a thing of the past. To- 
day our caucus is held under a law which 
replaces the good old practice with a sys- 
tem requiring that some man or men make 
up and pay for a printed ballot to oe voted 
at the caucus, which may or may not ex- 
press the will of the caucus, or represent 
the best interests of the party and the 
people. This law requires that written or 
printed ballots only shall be used, and 
since the number of candidates and dele- 
gates to be balloted for at our last caucus 
was uot less than 2 ft in any ward, it will be 
readily understood that the average voter 
1 cannot and will not select and write 2 ft 
i names when printed ballots are at hand. 

| The charges and counter-charges made at 
1 caucuses of interested and unfair methods 
j employed in compiling ballots shows how- 
unsatisfactory is this system to all. except 
those who are enabled by it to gain control 
of the party machinery. 

The caucus, the first and most important 
of our political primaries, should be re- 
formed so that the people may once agaiu 
control the selection of candidates and the 
election of delegates to represent them. 
The convention, also, if continued, shonld 
be so organized that it will express the 
choice of ttie people as set forth by the cau- 
cuses and not the personal choice of dele- 
. gates. 

< >ur conventions today, instead of openly 
and publicly expressing the choice of the 
people, are too often used as trading places 
J in politics, reversing the will of the people 
as expressed through the caucuses. 

Witness tlie representative convention of 
: I89ti, where four-fifths of the delegates de- 
clared iu favor of my nomination previous 
: to the organization of the convention, aud 
on tlie informal ballot nominated me by 
the highest number, of votes cast therein, 
and by five votes more than a majority. 
Was I not then entitled to be nominated on 
i the formal ballot? What convention 
formed to represent the people, would have 
refused to confirm its informal ballot so 
cast? The formal ballot, however, showed 
that a candidate had been elected who en- 
tered the list for nomination a week after 
the caucuses had closed, and the delegates 
had publicly pledged their choice, inM who, 
i on the informal ballot, had three votes less 
than a majority of the convention. At the 
close of the convention, one of its leaders 
remarked to a delegate, "We tricked you 
nicely.” That word "tricked" fully ex- 
pressed it, but what a travesty of a Repub- 
lican convention in the city of Newton. 

Fellow citizens, it is against such trick 
conventions ttiat I am publicly protesting; 
it is against such and kindred practices in 
our political primaries that 1 stand. Not- 
withstanding my defeat by such means, I 
gave loyal support to the candidates of the 
convention until they of their own choice 
retired from office. On their retirement, 
the courtesy usually extended to a like de- 
feated candidate, entitled me to a nomina- 
tion without opposition iu the succeeding 
convention. That honor, however, was 
not tendered to me. On the coutrary, two 
candidates were placed iu nomination, one 
on each side of me, the better through 
ward allegiance, to comi»ass my defeat. 

While the action of the 189 t] convention 
may have been political rather than per- 
sonal. in order to secure tbe nomination of 
one whose candidacy was iu doubt, the 
action lu 1898 was undoubtedly pcrsoual 
and largely occasioned by my attitude on 
the postotfioe question lust year. 

For the past twenty-four years l have 
taken an active aud unselfish interest lu 
public affairs, always refusing public orfice 
until two years ago, when at urgent re- 
quest and to further the interests of our 
city in the Charles River Improvement, l 
consented to uccept a nomination as Repre- 
sentative to the (ieueral Court, with the 
result before stated. This year 1 deter- 
mined that duty to myself and the cause of 
political reform douuuxiod, that I oooopl on 

independent nomination, that the people 

might have opportunity to decide by their 
votes whether the present form of caucus 
uud convention in its working and practice 
should dominate the politics of our city. L 
have therefore filed independent nomina- 
tion papers, aud stand for your sufiruge. 

If uiy past service, iu behalf of the city, 
performed w ithout thought or hope of re- 
ward, entitles me to your consideration; if 
my trealmeut at the hands of the pow er 
that controls our political primaries meets 
w ith your disfavor ; if caucus aud conven- 
tion reform meets with your approval, theu 
1 ask for your support at the polls, that 1 
may be enabled, if elected, to help forward 
the work of Pvdttical reform, by seekiug to 
establish wituiu our city a caucus Ural 
shall roorescut not the will of the few , but 
the will of the whole people.

BICYCLES AS BAGGAGE. 


The L. A. W. is to make the carrying of 
wheels as baggage by the railroads an issue 
in this campaign, and Secretary Abbott 
Bassett has sent out a circular, giving the 
case from the wheelman’s point of view’. 

As in New York state the railroads ure 
compelled by law to carry wheels as bag-

All the legislation on this matter in pnst 
years professed to be in the interests of 
“the dear people,” but the reverse lias been 
too often the case, the politicians were 
looking out for themselves, and the people 
ns usual were left. 

Mr. Langford is well fitted to inanguia’Q 
a reform of this kind, and he would do 
something to bring it about, if he wa« sent 
to the legislature. Why would it not be n 
good time this year for the voters of New- 
ton to take mntters into their own hnnds, 
ami elect a representative who would make 
Newton’s influence felt at the State House. 
Newton gets no favors, because it has al- 
ways been so unauimous; it is well known 
tlmt a nomination here has been equivalent 
to nn election, and as somehow or other 
the nominations were always looked after, 
Newton has always been left to one side 
when state roads, or metropolitan parks, or 
any other state bounties were being given 
out. Possibly we may get something in 
the way of the Charles River Reservation, 
if we send such n wide awake man us Mr. 
Langford to look after it, and his election 
would nmke that improvement more cer- 
tain.

A RATTLE FROM PUD-AIR. 


Till: UNIQUE EXPERIENCE OF SEItGT. 
BOONE TOLD IN TIIE BOSTON SUNDAY 
JOUIINAL. 


The sight Of n battle from mid-air, direct- 
ly above the firing line, and the experience 
of thus being a target for the whole enemy 
opposed, describes in a ineasure*the posi- 
tion of Sergt. Thos. C. Boone of the Second 
Massachusetts Regiment during the battle 
of San Juan. He was the telegrapher on 
duty in this modern engine of warfare. 
He tells graphically of the exciting events 
that attended this work.

It was so v oral months after the bril- 
liant if somewhat mysterious recovery 
of the £15,000 parcel from the notorious 
but now vanished Seth Salter that I 
hnd the pleasure, and l think I may 
fnirly add the privilege, of making the 
Icqnaiutnnce of Inspector Lipinzki.

In n lenrued work 011 criminology it 
in stnted that out of 98 young men 
criminals 44 clirl not blush when oxani- 
iued.

Ferity of tho Water Necessary For Flsbe# 
nt Any Depth. 

Results of deep sea dredging* are differ- 
ent In different oceans’. A series of experi- 
ments nindo In the .Karan sea, which is n 
part of the Mediterranean, seems to estab- 
lish tho fact that there was an abundance 
of life in the shallow water, which dimin- 
ished till It found a limit at 300 fathoms, 
below which no life seemed to exist. It 
was afterward shown, when repairing a 
cable on the const of Africa, that animals 
won' attached to tho cable, that had boon 
lying at a depth of 1,200 fathoms. It is 
proved by dredgings thnt there Is abun- 
dant life 111 the Atlantic ocean ns deep down 
as 2,-500 fathoms, or nearly throe miles. 

The Mediterranean seems to bo an ex- 
ception to the general rule in tho matter 
of tlnep sea life. Tbo reason Is found in , 
the fact that there is a slimy sediment in 
the deeper portions of this son that inter- 
feres with animal respiration, the same as 
an extremely thick dust would in tho air. 
Life is supported in the water the same as 
on land, by breathing oxygen. In tlie 0110 
case It Is absorbed from the air and in tho 
other from the wator. Pure water Is to 
tho sea animal what pure air is to tho land 
animal. The sen animal could not livo In 
muddy water continuously any moro thnn 
wo could exist continuously in an atmos- 
phere filled with dust. It is thus scon 
that depth is not tho only condition that 
affects animal life on tho bed of tho sen. 
Tho naturo of tho soil nml deposits aro 
factors as well as tho temperature of tho 
water. However, there aro certain forms 
of life to bo found in the lowest tempera- 
tures. But, ns Is tho enso on land, wo do 
pot find the same kind of lifo In tho colder 
nml deeper zones of tho ocean ns In tho 
warmer and more shallow parts. 

In tbo cold wnters tho animals nro 
dwarfed in size, somewhat as wo find 
them In high mountain regions. It is said 
that tho starfish will grow ns largo ns a 
pudding plat*) where tho conditions aro 
favorable, but not larger than a silver dol- 
lnr in tho cold current of tho Atlantic, 
which Hows southward. In somo places 
this cold current falls 2 to 2'A degrees Inf- 
low tho freezing point of fresh wator at 
tho bottom of the ocean. — Professor Elisha 
Gruy in Chicago Timcs-Homld.
